with a fairly good idea of the magnitude of the fight we are 
starting. 
I expect <i hard struggle because we cover a territory 


perhaps as large as the state of Ohio and a territory that hna 
been owned and dominated by powerful Interests ever since 
the wealth of its immense forests and rich mines were harvest- 
ed by favored interests. 


What Is now widely known as "Cloverland" Is a region com- 


posed of the fifteen counties of the Upper Peninsula of Mich- 
i»an, the twenty-five of northern Wisconsin and the eighteen of 
northeastern Minnesota, and is so called because of the wile! 
growth of clover among the stumps where forest fires have 
cleaned out the under-brush and prohibited second growth tim- 
ber. We have in this vast region over 30,000,000 acres of cut- 
over land that is lying idle. Lar&e tracts have fallen into the 
hands of speculators and real estate sharks. 
Other large 


tracts are held for speculation by lumber and mining com- 
panies, while other large tracts are just Idle. Some of this land 
is the most fertile and naturally adapted for agriculture of any 
on the continent. Some of it is too stony for agriculture but is 
suited for grazing or reforestation. Some of It Is fit for noth- 
ing but reforestation.

cation and we have been trying for a good many years to make • 
this north country bloom as it should. 


We have spent thousands of dollars out of our own pockets 


in constructive work and in obtaining settlers. We have found 
that we hav= Innocently played into the hands of a lot of land 
pirates, sharks and crooks who have taken advantage of our 
work to inflate land values and bunco settlers.

We have 
also been compiling records of settlers fortunate enough to get 
on good land and who have been making progress but now find 
themselves so heavily taxed for their improvements that their 
farms will be forfeited unless speedy remedy Is applied. 


After most careful survey and research thruout Cloverland 


.erntory we have come to the conclusion that a land value 
tax is the only solution of this complex problem and we aie 
faced with the fight m all three states. Prospects arc "ala-m- 
• ngly" good for land value lax legislat.on in Wiscont-m by the 
legislature th.s winter. The situation is not so bad in M i n - 
nesota but in M,ch:gan we have no hopes of accompl.shmg very 
much for some time to come.
